The knowledge that our ancestors were pretty tough, competent people 
can give strength and confidence to us in our present day enterprises. That 
our family has a tradition of success and accomplishment makes us unwilling 
to settle for less. Hard work and self denial as a means to exceJlence are 
characteristic of the Harley past. This chronicle will have failed to do its 
job unless you put it down convinced that, congenitally, you are "loaded", 


the last of a line of able doers. 


It all started modestly enough and the emphasis in this booklet is on the 
origin of the family. But already our family population exceeds 5,000. We 
are all over the United States, in ali fields of endeavor. Recording this 
growth and the achievement of its members, is the continuous work of the 


Harley Family Association, 


Information in this booklet has been gathered chiefly from the large and 
exhaustive Harley history book, compiled most carefully and painstakingly 
by the late George F. P. Wanger of Pottstown, Pa. who was the first 
Historian of the Harley Family Association. J. Herbert Harley contributed 


heavily to the biographical section. 
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Chronology of Peter Becker 


Born in 1687, in Dilsheim, Germany. 

He was raised and educated in the Reformed faith. 

He joined the newly organized Baptist Brethren in 1714. It is thought he was 
baptized by Christian Liebe, at Epstein, Germany. 

In 1719 he gathered 20 families together and came to Pennsylvania after being 
saddened by the excommunication of a friend who married outside the 
church. This friend, a scholarly and enthusiastic preacher, soon died. 


Among the 20 families under Becker's guidance was the family of Rudolph 
Harley, L. 

They arrived in Philadelphia in October 1719, 

It has been stated that Becker's wife joined the church in Europe, She was 
Johanna Dorothea Partman. 

On August 8, 1721 he bought 2 pieces of land from John Ashmead, one for 20 
and 3/4 acres and the other for 2 acres and 2 perches, on or near 
Germantown Avenue. Becker's trade was that of weaving. 

Conrad Beissel was an apprentice for Becker in the weaving trade. 

In 1722 with several Brethren, he visited the scattered Brethren at Coventry, 
Skippack, Flackner's Swamp, Oley, etc. Later they established the Cones - 
toga Church, in Lancaster County, and Conrad Beissel became the minister, 

In 1723, on Christmas Day, the Church of the Brethren in America was or~ 
ganized. Peter Becker became their first Elder. After 6 new members 
were baptized in the Wissahickon Creek, the first Love Feast was held in 
the nearby home of John Gommery, or Gumre. 

Peter and Johanna had 2 daughters; Mary, who married Rudolph Harley Il, and 
Elizabeth, who married Jacob Stump. 

On May 13, 1747, Becker sold his Germantown holdings and moved to Lower 


Salford Township, Montgomery County, Pennsylvania, where he bought 


3 acres of land and a house frorn his son-in-law Rudolph Harley II. 


He made his will on May 22, 1756 and died March 19, 1758. 
Johanna's funeral expenses were paid on August 3, 1763, so she died some~ 


time prior to this date. 
Peter and Johanna Becker were buried in the family burial ground of Rudolph 
Harley II, at the Harley, or Klein's Meetinghouse, near Harleysville, Pa.

The Rudolph Harleys, Father and Son 
by J. Herbert Harley 
Former Historian of 
The Harley Family Association 


We are more familiar with the younger Rudolph, Rudolph II, whose birth- 
date we have from Abraham Harley Cassel, as July 14, 1719, born at sea. 
While there is no definite proof of this date, the source is reliable enough for 
it to be accepted without question. He married Mary Becker, daughter of 
Peter Becker, in 1740, and lived with his father at Ringoes, the new growth 
of the old village of Amwell, New Jersey, until June 5, 1744. On this date he 
bought his first farm, from George Stump, in Lower Salford Township, 
Montgomery County, Pennsylvania. He and his wife Mary had thirteen chil- 
dren; all lived except one, Lena, who died young. Their names were: 

John, Hannah, Lena, Mary, Rudolph (3rd), Elizabeth, Jacob, Henry, Sarah, 
Samuel, Joseph, Mary Margaret, and Abraham. 


Rudolph II, was a yeoman. He seems to have been a man of sound judge- 
ment, a man of means, and an exemplary citizen. He moved to his Indian 
Creek farm in 1762, where he was near the Brethren Church. He served as 
Elder before the church was fully organized in 1785. He made his will in 
1796, and died in July 1809, just ninety years old. His wife Mary survived 
him some years. Both are buried in the Harley Burying Ground, in Franconia 
Township. Their descendants number into the thousands. A genealogical 
record has been made by George F. P. Wanger. 


Rudolph I, is the more interesting, perhaps because he is the more 


elusive. We know that he was born about 1693, and possibly as early as 1687, 
as one account has it that he died in his 68th year. The last record for him 
is a deed of release in 1754. This would set his birth in 1687. He married 

a woman named Barbara. She was the mother ~- as has been surmised - not 
the step-~mother - of his four children. In her will she mentions "my son 
Rudolph and my above-named children. " 


This remarkable woman, Barbara Harley, who braved the hazardous 
ocean voyage with at least one small child, gave birth toa boy on the lengthy 
trip over, and successfully fought sickness, hunger, lack of fresh food, heat, 
cold, strife and vermin, is an ancestress who amazes in her strength and 
stout-heartedness. She was married to Rudolph at least as early as 1713, as 
there is a Graff Bible record stating that ''Mary Harly" was born in August 
1714. This Mary married Henry Graff, of Amwell, New Jersey, in October 
1731, had 14 children, and died September 14, 1764. There were two other 
daughters, Elizabeth and Helena. Barbara's will mentions a daughter 
Elizabeth, who married a man named Steyer. This is the unknown one. We 
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do not know what became of her, or where she lived. One daughter was 
probably born before 1719, when the only son Rudolph was born, and after 
1714, when Mary was born. 


After a stay in Germantown, this family went to Somerset County, New 
Jersey, and in 1721] settled in Amwell, New Jersey, where it numbered six 
members. In 1733 Rudolph Harley, Jacob Moore, Anthony Dirdorff and John 
Peter Lawsche, under the leadership of Johannes Naas, organized the Amwell 
Church of the Brethren. In 1743 he sold eight acres of land to John Justus 
Ganse, who was probably the son of George Balzer Gantz, who arrived with 
the Brethren in 1719. As Helena Harley married a man named Gans, it is 
not taking a flight into fancy to say that her husband was John Justus Ganse a 


cooper. 


The last record of Rudolph I is in 1754, when he and Barbara signed a 
deed of release in favor of their son, Rudolph Il. He must have died shortly 
after, as we next find Barbara living in Lower Salford Township, Pa. It is 
reasonable to think that she made her home with her son. In Lower Salford, 
on April 15, 1765, she made her last will and testament in which she mentions 
her four children. She died on May 17, 1765, and was buried in the old Landis 
(originally Harley) Burying Ground, at Ringoes, New Jersey. Here, almost 
hidden by the poison ivy, weeds and briers, is her headstone marked "'B H 
May 17, 1765". How she was taken from the Indian Creek home of her son, 
over the rough dirt roads and over the Delaware River to Ringoes, ina 
Springless cart or wagon, is sornething at which to wonder. At any rate it 
was done and the reason for it must have been that her husband had been 
buried there. It would have been much simpler to have buried her at the 
Franconia Burying Ground of Rudolph, Jr. This ground had been started long 
before the death of Barbara, with the burial of Claus Oblinger, former owner 


of the Harley farm. 


The occupation, or vocation, of the two Harleys was the same, that of 
yeoman. This word has at least two meanings: (1) a class, between the 
gentry and the laborers and artisans, which owns large areas of land; (2) a 
guard, or subordinate official. The first definition applies to the younger 
Rudolph, while both definitions can be applied to his father. The father bought 
176 acres of land in 1721, and in March 1734 was elected Constable of 
Amwell. Both farmed large acreages as a means of being occupied, rather 
than for a living. 
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Chronology of Christopher Sauer 


Born in Lauterburg, or Laudenburg, Germany, in 1694. 

He had a brother who lived in Lohna, Germany. 

The whole family was killed by religious persecution, except the two brothers. 

In his youth he attended the Reformed Church, 

He was educated in medicine at Halle and Marburg Universities. 

He learned and followed the trades of tailor and herbalist. This was probably 
in order to continue his studies in medicine. 

In 1713 he was living in Schwarzenau, Germany. To this place came a great 
preacher and his wife. They had to sell their palatial residence, due to 
the unsettled times. The preacher died and later Sauer married the 
widow, Maria Christina. Her maiden name had been Gruber. They moved 
to Laasphe in 1721. There on September 26, 1721, Christopher II was 
born. 

In 1724 the family came to Philadelphia and went to live in Gericantown. Here 
he made a profitable living by making button molds. 

In 1725 they moved to Lancaster County. Here he bought a farm of 50 acres 
in Leacock Township and was a farmer anda dispenser of medicine for 
6 years. 

He was baptized by Conrad Beissel on Whitsuntide, June 9, 1728. 

Maria Christina was baptized and joined the Seventh Day Baptists in 1730. 

She lived there for 14 years and became sub~prioress of the women 
Solitaires. 

In 1731 Christopher and his son returned to Germantown to live. He sold his 
Lancaster County farm. 

He became a clockmaker under the guidance of Christopher Witt. 

He taught himself 26 trades, as he himself has said. 

. Secured a printing press, or perhaps just the type, from Germany in 1738. He 
said later that he made his printing press. He began printing in the month 
of June. The first item was a broadside entitled, ''An Earnest Admonition 
to Young and Old. '"' 

Published a German Almanac in 1739. 

Published the first Bible in an European language in America in 1743. 
Bible in an Indian language had been published previously. 

More than 200 works came from the Sauer press between 1739 and 1758. 

He stood with the Quakers as opposed to war. 

Organized the Lazarette in Germantown to care for sick immigrants. He 
often turned over his large house for this purpose. 

In 1744 Maria Christina returned to Germantown and lived with her husband. 
She died December 24, 1752 and was buried in the garden of the Sauer 


property in Germantown. 
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Christopher died September 25, 1758 and was buried in the garden of his 
property, which was next door to the Wister House, known as Grumble- 


thorpe. 

A. Godcharles has said that Christopher Sauer was a man of commanding 
appearance, wearing a long flowing beard and having a countenance ex~ 
pressive at once of intellect, benevolence and meekness. 

His daughter, Catherine, married Samual Harley, son of Rudolph II. 


Herbert Harley 
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Abraham H, Cassel 


Abraham Harley Cassel, antiquarian and biblophile, founder of the Cassel 
library, was born in Towamencin Township, Montgomery County, Pennsylvania, 


on September 21, 1820. 


Though he had spent almost his entire life at this secluded spot, 6 miles 
from any railroad, following the occupation of a farmer, he was well known in 
this country and in Europe for his remarkable literary attainments and his 
great success as a collector of rare books, pamphlets, papers and manuscripts. 
Having acquired a vast fund of valuable information by his own individual 
efforts from the many thousands of books he had collected, he was never 
happier than when inspiring others with own thirst for knowledge or when 
dispensing the contents of his books to his many guests, among whom were 
editors, authors, learned men, and students of history. 


On the maternal side he was a great~great~grandson of the first 
Christopher Saur or Sower, the celebrated scholar and printer of Germantown; 
and of Peter Becker, tthe first elder of the German Baptist Church in America. 
Mr. Cassel doubtless inherited his great thirst for knowledge and taste for 
historical and classical literature from these men noted in colonial history of 


Pennsylvania. 


Owing to the current antagonism of the unlettered Germans to schooling, 
which views his stern father held, his formal education was meager. Being 
strongly endowed with mental concentration and a retentive memory he soon 
learned to absorb from a book its most valuable features, without the 
assistance of others, becoming a complete example of the self educated man. 


Mr. Cassel was a very prominent and influential member of the German 
Baptist or Dunkard Church and long held a commanding position in its con- 
ferences. But he persistently refused to enter its ministry in answer to 
the earnest appeals of his brethren, because he loved his studies so much, and 
because he thought he was not "'called of the Lord". He was universally 
recognized as the historian of his church. He declined lucrative positions 
offered him by merchants and by a bank, and twice refused to accept public 


office. 


The universal respect in which he was held by a large circle of acquaint- 
ances in all classes of society was largely due to his sincere and noble 
character.

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Rev. Ann Jemima Markley Allebach 


Rev. Ann Jemima Allebach, born Green Lane, Pennsylvania, May 8, 
1874, was educated in the public schools and at the age of 14, prepared to 
teach by attending Ursinus College, and at 17 began teaching. She was the 
first woman to teach in her native town and through hard work convinced the 
school directors that a woman could teach school. She was most successful 
and was greatly loved by the children. Religious work attracted her attention 
to a great degree, probably inherited from her mother, whose father, John 
Markley, was one of the founders of the Lutheran Church of Sch-venkville. 


She founded the first Junior Christian Endeavor Society in Perkiomen 


Valley. 


She was ordained to preach in the 1st Mennonite Church, Philadelphia, by 
the Rev. N. B. Grubb, and afterwards preached in the pulpit of every denom- 


ination. 


Not only a lecturer, author and active civic and religious worker, Miss 
Allebach was also interested in the business world, being one of the founders 
of the Institute of Business Engineers. 


The New York World of December 23, 1917, said: ''Should you chance 
some Sunday morning to visit the Sunnyside Reformed Church at 310 Buckley 
St.,° Queens, New York City, do not be surprised if the service opens: 'If any 
of you here present are sick or hungry, any who need employment or help in 
your homes, come to me after the service and I will help you.' And the Rev. 
Miss Allebach does. There are many men and women in New York City who 
can corroborate this; men and women who know that this woman minister not 


only preaches but practices the Gospel. " 
She died April 27, 1918, and is buried at Schwenkville, Pa.

Gen. Arnold's family to fly to funeral in Truman's Plane. President to 
Join Arlington Rites. 


Washington, January 16th ~ In tribute to one of the nation's great war leaders, 
President Truman sent his private plane, the Independence, to California 
today to pick up the family of General of the Air Force Henry H. (Hap) Arnold, 
63, who died of a heart attack yesterday. 


The President also arranged to attend funeral services at 3 p.m. Thursday 
in Arlington Cemetery for the wartime leader of the Army Air Forces, the 
greatest sky armada in history. 


The Independence left Washington this morning for Hamilton Field, near 
San Francisco. Mrs. Arnold and other members of the general's family 
will be flown back to Washington Wednesday. The general's body will be flown 
to the Capital on another plane and will be placed in the chapel at nearby Fort 
Myer, Virginia. 


The hard-hitting, five-star general, who had suffered periodic heart 
attacks for the last two years, died yesterday of a coronary occlusion at his 
50-acre ranch in Valley of the Moon, a short distance north of Sonoma, 
California. 


The nation's top military leaders paid tribute to General Arnold today as 
the man most responsible for U.S. air strength and as a key figure in the 
World War II victory. 


An Architect of Victory 


Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, Chief of Naval Operations, eulogized him 
as "one of the greatest military leaders of our time. "! Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson called him "one of the architects of victory in World War II, "' 
and Secretary of the Army Gordon Gray said, ''The great Air Force we have 
today is a magnificent monument to his foresight and statesmanship, " 


General Arnold was a flier in American military aviation from its infancy. 
He rose to be the distinguished soldier, statesman, and author who sold 
President Roosevelt and American leaders on an independent air arm to be 
on an equal level with the Army and Navy. He insisted and proved in battle 
that masses of warplanes softening the enemy ahead of ground troops are 
weapons indispensable to victory. 
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During the last war he demonstrated his single-minded-ness and strength 
of will by insisting desks of the Army Air Force sport this motto: ''The 
difficult we do immediately, the impossible takes a little longer. '' This was 
no slogan to General Arnold, it was a bare statement of fact. 


Established Many 'Firsts' 


The general, born ona farm at Gladwyne, Pennsylvania, was one of the 
Army's first fliers. He established many 'firsts' in military aviation. He 
became chief of the Army Air Force in 1938. By 1943 he was one of the most 
important military men in the world, commanding an air force of 2,500, 000 


men and 70, 000 aircraft. 


General Arnold had the satisfaction of seeing his three sons graduate from 
West Point, his alma mater. Only one, however, Lt. David Li = Arnold, 
became a flier. He is now stationed at Marsh Field, California. His other 
sons are Lt. Col. Henry H. Arnold, Jr. of the Command and Staff School, 
Leavenworth, Kansas, and Capt. William B. Arnold stationed at Banana River, 
Florida. A daughter, Lois, also survives. She is the wife of Cmdr. Ernest 
Snowden, Naval Flier stationed at Corpus Christi, Texas.

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Gold Star Heroes 


The different wars of the United States have claimed their sacrifices, 
from Revolutionary times to the present time.

From World War I, Bugler George L. MacElroy (Bugler hero of the 
Marne) was awarded a Distinguished Service Cross for "extraordinary heroism 
in action".

Olympic Champion in 1952 


Horace Ashenfelter won the 3000 meter steeplechase at Helsinki in 1952 
at the 15th Olympiad. It was a close race, the Russian entry Kasantsev and 
Ashenfelter ran neck and neck until they came to the water ditch, where 
Ashenfelter with a mighty spring gained 3 meters, which won him the race. 
His time was 8:45,4 minutes, breaking all previous records. Quoted from
